I'eople passing our pickets after that 
about Murfrceslioro were careful to 
halt at the word. 

During the two first weeks of our 
stay here many slaves came to our 
pickets, generally after dark. Col- 
onel Duffeld'* orders were to seud 
them in to the provost marshal, their 
owners Is-ing allowed to come in and 
reclaim their slaves on condition of 
the masters taking an oath of loyalty 
to the I iiited States Ooveinment,

In looking back at this soft and 
easy policy of General Huell, we* 
cannot wonder that the efforts of the 
first eighteen months to put down 
the rebellion were a failure. The*." 
hundreds of stout, able bodied men. 
ill iven buck into reliel corn and w heat 
fields, that they might toil to produce 
subsistence for a large reliel army 
the next fall and winter, was any 
thing but wisdom. But then we 
were trying to put down insurrection 
and let slavery alone, not withstand 
ing we knew the cruel taskmakers of 
these slaves to Is- the worst of ene 
mies and relsds at heart 

On the Kith our brigade made ipiite 
a parade in the street* of Murfreee- 
boro.and hoisted the stars and strijies 
on the court house. Nearly all the 
iuhabitaiias of the town were silent 
npectaiora of what they evidently 
thought to be an insult to their South 
ern pride. Lieutenant Colouel Park 
hurst, of the Ninth Michigan, made 
an appropriate and sensible speech 
to the citizens, in which be admon- 
ished them to return to their loyalty,

Ou hunting up 
this much. injured darkey, with the 
full intentiou of healiug his law-rated 
feelings, and carrying out "general 
orders," the old fellow said: ho 
de good Lord, Mars Cap'n, twant no 
mo' my pig dan dis farm is; ole mara' 
pig, sbo'." On confronting "ole 
in us" with his (signs owner of the 
defunct swine, with much fear aud 
trembling the old darkey lyingly con 
fesned the pig to have been bia. I 
gave the poor old scared nig the mon 
ey . at the same time telling Miller 
if be took the money away from the 
negro we would surely call on him 
again, aud that to his sorrow. Col- 
onel Dutiield was satisfied with the 
mauner of my settlement for pork, 
but no more complaint wa* heard 
from Miller ef lost |mrk. though 
some of the Kigbth boys said when 
we left there that Miller was not 
overstocked with hogs. 

On the evening of the '2'M April 
a dress jmrade order was read detail 
iug Lieut.

The 2Sth. Colouel Wolford and 
Colouel Clay Smith, with two" regi- 
ments of Kentucky cavalry, succeeded 
in overtaking Morgan, at Lebanon, 
Tenn., completely routing the rebels 
and driving them into Kentucky. 
We were rejoicing at the news of the 
capture of New Orleans.

Contagion in Books. 
The public library board of Chicago 
agitated recently over the 
of booka spreading eon- 
Mgiou.s disease*, and so put a special 
rommittee to work on the aubjecl. The 
rhalrman of this committee waa a cele- 
brated sclentlat. and when the commit- 
tee reported the doctor had several 
glaaa tubes containing various germs 
obtained from the books Out of the 50 
examined not one waa free) from them. 
The unanlmo'ia opinion waa that books 
undoubtedly spread contagion. This it 
a fact which may well make us serious, 
lor though It Is not necessary that we 
should allow our children to take book' 
from a public library, still in many 
states the use of second hand school, 
books Is general In Kentucky, for In- 
stance, second-hand school books have, 
found their way into nearly *very school 
and so have smallpox and other con- 
tagious diseases Scarcely a county In 
the state has escaped the ravages of this 
disease, and in moat cases the manner 
of its approach, is mysteriously un- 
known. Public-spirited men in Cincin- 
nati declare the Indiscriminate use of 
second-band school books Is a constant 
menace to publlf health. As evidence 
they cite Innumerable Instances where 
contagion has resulted from books ex- 
posed to infectious diseases, sometimes 
after a period of 50 years. Booka are 
considered one of the best natural cul- 
tures known for disease germs, and no 
mode of sterilization will cleanse them. 
This fact has long beeu recognized by 
health experts. Where booka have been 
exposed even to the atmosphere of 
rooms la which there was contagion 
present they have been promptly de- 
stroyed. The dealers, to do them Justice, 
have all their booka disinfected. But 
though the outside of books may b* 
thoroughly disinfected, the germ may be 
within between the leaves and remain 
unharmed. To thoroughly fumigate it 
would be necessary to subject each leaf 
to the process, which would naturally 
take so much time and be so expensive 
that it would be cheaper to buy new 
books than to sterlliie an old one.

Unconsciously, 
perhaps, we associate It with the 
routine of our dally lives, it figures 
largely in that undercurrent of senti- 
ment present with the most prosaic 
natures; and It exerts an Influence 
more potent than we are likely to con- 
cede on flrst thought. Let it be sud- 
denly removed and the role it plays 
will be revealed with a peculiar abrupt- 
ness. That wonderfully automatic 
subconsciousness will balk and wake 
up Its Intenser brother with the quick- 
ness of an alarm clock. Try to pass 
the spot where once stood the land- 
mark, and mark how the chain of 
thought Is suddenly broken, and how 
your mind gropes about In u bewil- 
dered sort of way not exactly cognizant 
at flrst of the cause. Anally wakening 
with a rude start and plunging ahead 
on its accustomed way more or leaf 
shaken and thrown out of its stride by 
of a familiar object. 



SELLING A DRIVING HORSE. 

The Principal Trick of the Trad* Is 
to Find the Right 
Buyer. 

"To successfully sell driving and 
carriage horses requires higher abili- 
ties as a salesman and a better 
knowledge of human nature than .u y 
other branch of commerce," Is a state- 
ment volunteered by F. W. Allen, of 
Kansas City. 

"The value of a fancy driving or 
carriage horse Is purely fictitious. A 
horse that would not be worth 1100 
to one man Is worth several times 
that amount to another and the real 
measure of value is the anxiety of one 
to purchase or the other to sell. Of 
course there are certain types of 
horses that have a fairly stable value. 
But I am speaking about horses whose 
value is In their Individuality. Many 
people keep showy equipages who 
know nothing of horses and have no 
love for them, and the prices they pay 
depends largely upon how the ani- 
mals' coats shine and the amount and 
luster of the brass trimmings on the 
harness in which they are shown. It 
would be money thrown away to give 
such people a perfect animal or team 
of them. 

"And herein comes the discernment 
of the dealer. He may have horses 
which to these people will appear 
perfect, but a horseman would note 
tbelr flaws. The position, shape and 
size of the horse's ears all have 
a bearing on Its value, as do also the 
•Ixe and position of the eyes A 
•light curve of the nose or a coarse 
muzzle deduct dollars from Its value. 
These and a hundred small points all 
add to or mar the worth of the animal, 
not to speak of any of the more glar- 
ing defect*. It I* the horseman* 
business to determine before showing 
an animal Just what kind of a cus- 
tomer he has to deal with. 

"If he sells his perfect animals to 
those who would be satisfied with an 
Inferior article he lessens his own 
chance for profit, while if to the right 
person he shows one of the poorer ani- 
mals he forfeits the confidence of the 
buyer. I have sold everything pretty 
nearly except gold bricks and they 
were all easy In comparison with sell- 
ing horses, but at thst there Is a fas 
cmatlon about the sale of a horse that 
makes It hard for me to give it up 
after 35 years In the business."

Tampering a Steel Ship.

The fire was extinguished 
with hose, and Ihe water tempered the 
hot plates. Afterward. In mid-ocean, 
a number of the plates cracked, some 
of them very suddenly. One crack 
was seven feet tn length. Thus the 
desirability was shown of keeping out 
of ships steel that Is too readily tem- 
pered. ,

THE GOOD ROADS BILL. 

Haa the Sanction of the Preaidtnt, 
and Sentiment Is Growing 
In Its Favor. 

Throe years ago the president of the 
United 8tates gave his Indorsement 
to national aid in highway Improve- 
ment, and declared In a public spoei h 
i hat It was help tbe people hue a 
right to demand of tbe general gov- 
ernment. That was In 1S03. Since then 
the patriotism, Intelligence, progress- 
ive spirit aad business aense or tbe 
country has quickened In response, 
and from one end of the land to lb- 
other the good roads carupfires have 
been lighted on hillside and In valley. 
The actual lose aud Inconvenience to 
the country through the lack of decent 
means of communication between 
town und country, town and town in 
the Interior, between the homes of the 
people and the markets, between the 
homes and church houses and school- 
houses, la so Immense that It cannot 
longer be boms, and the people are 
becoming aroused as they have not 
been on any subject since tbe clone 
of the civil war. Every thinking per- 
son realises that governmental aid and 
supervision In road construction If sn 
absolute national necessity Every 
thinking person knows that state sys- 
tems will continue 'o fall short or 
adequate remedy for the great trouble 
of bad roads, as state systems have 
railed for 75 years past except In two 
or three or the wealthier state*. Some 
good road work haa been done lu a 
rew slates, notably in New York, a 
state or great cities, where the city 
property Is taxed with other property, 
and money Is sbundant for the pur- 
pose. But there are few states able to 
do what New York ran do for high- 
ways, snd nearly all of the 45 aulas 
of the union realise uielr helplessness 
In thl. recoecl It does seem as if 
there should be no hesitation about 
the enactment or the Rrownlow Latl 
ruer good roads bill. It provides for 
only reasonable assistance In getting 
the work under way. and certainly If 
the government can spend money for 
road building In Porto Rico and lh» 
Philippines, as It has been liberally 
doing, the representatives of the peo- 
ple onrhi not to deny relief to the 
states at home. The plan proposed Is 
neither extravagant nor burdensome. 
It Is a plain, practical business propo- 
sition whl. h appeals strongly for bear- 
ing In the Fifty ninth congress, and 
the demand ror this legislation Is 
growing stronger all the time. It haa. 
loo. the sanction of eminent otnclals of 
the Ko\ernnient. and If the peop|.» con- 
tinue their demand on congress the 
Rrownlow-Lallmer bill will soon be- 
come a law.

REVOLUTIONARY HEROINE. 



Oeorgln Amar.on. Who, Single-Hand- 
ed, Captured Ten Depre- 
dating Tories. 

Nancy Hart, the famous Georgia char- 
acter of revolutionary days, is by na 
mythical, but was a very real 
Notwithstanding her gigan- 
tic rrame. red hair, freckles and crossed 
eyes, her memory is kept greener among 
the people of her native state thun that 
of many a more prepos- e.uilng heroine, 
aays the Richmond News-Leader. 

She was whut Is famlllurly known aa 
• Georgia "Cracker," a poor though In- 
telligent white, who lived among the 
sand hills or In the isolated districts of. 
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Her capture of the ten lories while 
they were devouring the tempting 
viands she had been compelled to pre- 
pare for them Is recognized as a his- 
torical fact. 

During Andrew Jackson's presidency 
representatives from Georgia, desiring 
to bring (but state to the notice of the 
president, decided to present a painting 
for one of the niches in the rotunda of 
the I nlted State* capltol building. At. 
length It was completed— a portrait of 
Nancy Hart, bureheaded, barefooted, 
her skirls to her knees, crossing a shal- 
low stream driving ten lories before 
her at polnl of one of their own gvn*. 
The president, who was redheaded and 
came of hardy pioneer slock himself, la 
said to have been very much pleased 
wlih ihe picture, and it is to be hope I 
that Georgia proOted by the diplomacy 
of her representative*. 

The idea that Nancy Hart followed |Bf 
husband to Florida und died there is 
erroueous. After the fierce disturbances 
of tbe revolution had gone down as his- 
tory she buckled up her yoke of ozea 
and with her children and grandchildren 
emigrated to South Carolina. 

At one of the etopa on the route her 
son-ln-law became engaged In a drunk- 
en brawl and was taken in custody by aa 
Officer Ever quick to moet an emergen- 
cy. Nancy went to the rescue. Bestow- 
ing a few pugllb.tlc bumps on tbe detain- 
er of her son-ln-law she seized the latter 
and lifted him bodily Into tbe bed of the 
wagon and drove out of town. 

Nancy Hart located near* Edgefield, a 
small town not far from the Georgia line. 
Her fame preceded her there, and sho 
was welcome! and respected by her 
neighbors. My grandfather's grandfa- 
ther live I In Edgefield and was one of 
the early Hitptlst preachers. The Scotch- 
Irish were ulmost universally Presby- 
terian, but once agltnted there was soon 
a large sprinkling of Baptists and Meth- 
odists throughout the south. The min- 
isters were for the most part itinerant, 
and revivals that rivaled Moody's and 
Jones' in enthusiasm were held under 
huge open tabernacles, and men rode on 
horseback 100 miles to be in attendance. 

Tradition says that Nancy Hart was 
converted at olb of these meetings. It 
would be reasonable to suppose that 
time and hardship* wouid have torched 
the red hair with gray and curbed the 
old dauntless spirit, but she waa aa 
strenuous In religion p.s In politics. There 
are mystical stories In my mind of a 
gaunt old woman embracing my digni- 
fied ancestor und disarranging his stock 
i and dragging Bluggard sinners by their 
queues and coat tails to the penance seat, 
but these are traditions repeated from 
generation to generation and I would not 
vouch for their authentb ity. 

However. I have always understood 
that Nanry Hart lived to a good old age, 
died and was burle 1 in tbe old Edgefield 
district, now Edgefield county. 3. C.

tun- are suilicieut ev ideuce that the 
young representative is working hard 1 
to advance ths interest of the state at 
large and of the iwople who iinanim 
ously bouored him with this positjon 
in jiarticular.

The House of Representatives Vot** 
To Put th* Tax on Whl*ky. 

Frankfort, Feb. 28 — One of the most 
Important bill* (o eliher body this ses- 
sion w»s Senator Cox's bill presented 
by the senate. It provides that shares 
of stock In a foreign corporation own- 
ed by a resident of this state shall 
not be taxed In this state If said for- 
eign corporation pays taxes In the 
state where It Is located. The bill 
passed by a decided majority. A bill 
lhat will make t.:l schoolteacher* hap- 
py was passed by the senate, and will 
go at once to the governor for his ap- 
proval. It provides that a teacher's 
pay shall not be deducted for the time 
consumed In attending a county teach- 
er*' Institute when held during a 
school term. The Johnson bill to pro- 
hibit the plea of self-defense in trial 
of an offense committed with a deadly 
weapon If the accused carried a dead- 
ly weapon within 12 hours before \he 
offense was committed, was defeated. 

The principal fight over the revenue 
bill in the bouae was on the section 
proposing to lax all rectified or blend- 
ed whisky made in this state IV* 
cents on each gallon. The (wo com- 
niliteex never agreed on a section pro- 
viding for such a tax, but the house 
committee finally decided to put the 
extra tax In the bill when it wa* pre- 
sented to the house, and by a decisive 
vote the house sustained the commit- 
tee and HH the lVz cents per gallon 
stand. 

Frankfort. March 1— The senate 
adopted three house bills (with some 
amendments) affecting aecond class 
cities. The first was the annexation 
bill. An amendment proposed by Sen- 
ator Allen was adopted providing that 
before a firth class town can be an- 
nexed to a second class city two-thirds 
of the voters of the (own must vote 
for annexation. Another bill provided 
for the construction and reconstruc- 
tion of streets at the cost of abutting 
property owners in second class clUes. 
Senatoi Aliens amendment requires 
that bids for construction shall be 
opened publicly after having been ad- 
vertised. The third bill provided for 
construction of sewers in second class 
cltie*. and a similar amendment as to 
bids and advertisement was adopted. 

The house. In committee of the 
whole, devoted the day to the revenue 
bill, completing lis consideration, and 
will try to reach a vote on it Thurs- 
day. Probably the most Important 
amendment adopted was one reducing 
saloon license to f200. The inherit- 
ance tax section was adopted, but the 
estate inherited must amount to fl. 
000 or more before the tax can be col- 
lected. 

Frankfort. March 2 — The Ward pri- 
mary election bill came up In the sen- 
ate a* unfinished business. It provides 
for holding all primaries or all parties 
on the same day each year, for the 
payment or the expenses or the prima- 
ries by the counties and not by the 
candidates, for the regular election 
officer* (o serve as primary elecHon 
officers and for a recount or the bal- 
lots If desired by any one in(eres(ed. 
The Burnam bill, providing the near- 
est magistrate may enforce ordinances 
or slxtn-class towns, where said towns 
have no police Judge, passed. The* 
Charlton bill, increasing the annual 
appropriation for the school for the 
blind from flO.OOO to fl5,000. passed 
unanimously. The Dehaven bill, to 
regulate burial associations by requir- 
ing them to give bond to secure the 
payment of their policies, passed. 

The long fight over the revenue bill 
ended in the house passing the bill by 
a vote of 56 to 32. It will now go to 
the senate, where its fate Is as yet 
undecided. The house did not accept 
the bill as recommended by the com- 
mittee of the whole, but added sev- 
eral Important amendments, the most 
Important one relating to bank tax as- 
sessment. The clause requiring bar- 
bers to pay a license tax was stricken 
out on motion of K. C. Simmons, of 
Covington. The clause requiring soda 
fountains and retail dealers In mineral 
waters to pay an additional license 
(ax for (he mineral walers was also 
siricken out. 

Frankfort. March 3. — Friday was a 
red leuer day in the legislature so far 
as work was concerned. The senate 
passed the Ward bill, renealing (he 
present exempdon law. and providing 
In Its place a clause providing any 
propcrtv (without naming It) to the 
value of tCOO shall be exempt, and 
that only half of a laborer's wages 
shall be subject to attachment for 
debts for necessaries of life. The 
house bill placing the school of- re-, 
form under control of the prison com- 
mission was taken up and passed. 
The Allen bill, giving second-class 
city authorities supervision over open- ' 
Ing of subdivisions so that the sym- 1 
metry of the streets may be preserved, 
passed. The Cblnn resolution giving I 
1 500 to the widow and children of the 1 
!ate Dr. Hugh Tobln, prison physician.
